LIGHT AND THE EYES. 


It’s the Amount Rathér Than the In- 
tensity of the Rays That Hurts. 

It is not so much the intensity of the 
light focused on the retina as it is’the 
mantity received by that sensitive or- 
gan that (causes retinal fatigue or 
worse, In the great snow fields of 
the arctic’ regions the natives protect 
their eyes from the giare of the snow 
by goggles made of hollowed pieces of 
wood in which they buve made small 
holes to look through. These, says the 
Optical Review. reduce the quantity of 
the light which passes into their eyes 
with consequent relief from the glare. 

So, too, if we look through a minute 
pinhole disk at the sun we can endure 
the very bright light much lofger than 
when we look with the naked eyes, If 
we look at a distant electric are light 
there is no retinal fatigue, while if we 
look at the same light from a short 
distance there is great discomfort, and 
yet the two refinal images are of equal 
brilliancy, only in the first case this 
image is very much smaller than ip 
the second case—that is, the quantity 
of light is very much different. j 

Then there is the flaming electric 
light which is now to be found in all 
of the large cities of the country. This 
light is much jess brilliant than that 
of the are light, and yet its size is so 
great that this more than makes up 
the difference, and it is therefore very 
glaring and uncomfortable to look at, 
In skiascopy it is possible to use a 
very intense light if it is made small 
in area, for the reasons above stated.

THE IMPORTANCE 
OF SIZE IN HOGS, 


In an address before the Kentucky 
farmers’ institute Professor J. D. De 
trieh bad the following to gay in re 
gard to the size of bogs: 

i think | am quite safe in saying that 
early maturity aud quality bave been 
overemphisized during the past years 
Guring all the time that hogs have 
been bred. People want a bog that 
will mature ently, I want a hog that 
will grow big. When the market de- 
mands a hog that weighs 225 to 275 


that weighs B00 pounds? It is just 
this—this size und thriftiness become 
their characteristics and are transimit- 
ted. A pig that is from an 800 pound 
sire and dam will grow larger than 
from a 400 pound sire and dam, and 
the larger the parent stock the sooner 
you will be able to get your pig to the 
market weight and the less feed it 
will require to do that. Therefore, if 
you can feed a pig that comes from a 
400 pound sire and dam to weigh 300 
in ten mooths'’ time, you ought to be 
able to feed a pig to weigh 800 pounds, 
from an S00 pound sire and dam, in 
seven or eight months’ time and use 
less feed, because as a hog approaches 
maturity be grows slower, and it takes 
less for him to eat. The older a hog is 
the less it requires for him to eat, 


pounds, why do we want a brood sow - 


Therefore the 5 me a pig the less we 
has to make gains, You perceive the 
point at once—the larger, then, the sire 
and dam the earlier will be the time 


Then one point that people have 
peen overlooking in hogs—they have 
been selecting for early maturity. 
Early maturity, of course, means small 
size, They have got a bog that they 
call. of very high quality. Quality is 
very much a matter of condition, 
Where they have been selecting for 
quality, usually, they have been select- 
ing for fattening tendency. A fatten- 
Ing hog: is one that matures early and 
gets ripe at an early age. So that we 
have this condition of affairs~-that 
Mans Umes the improved hog is not 
as good as one that is not so highly 
improved. So the hog that is being 
developed for. breeding purposes 
should never be allowed to get into 
that degree of finish where we require 
market hogs to get, and the amount of 
weight and rations should not be re- 
duced to so small a quantity.

For tapeworm give 
powdered ‘areca nut ip dose of two 
drams to one-half ounce, according to 
size, following with a cathartic, such 
as raw linseed oil, one-half pint, or ep- 
800) salts, one-quarter pound,

prevent grub ip the head. 
Udder Treatment. 

For caked udder of cows nothing is 
better than massage with lard and tur- 
peutine, equal parts, thoroughly work- 
ed in. 

Bloody Milk. 

Rub the quarter affected with some 
of this liniment twice a day: Tincture 
of iodine, two ounces; spirits of cam- 
phor, two ounces; alcohol, six ounces; 
mix Give.a tablespoonful of powder- 
ed sulpbhute of iron in feed twice a day, 

Foul Hoof of Cattle. 

For foul hoofs of cuwa warh the 
foot out with warm water, make a 
ground flaxseed poultice of hot water, 
Gill the claws of the foot full, wrap the 
foot up so no dirt cnp get into it, put 
the cow in a stanchion or tie her in a 
stall, and in three days the foot wilt 
be well if not too bad a case.
